The president of the new party Is Gen­ 
eral Emilio Vasquez Gomez and Gen­ 
eral Aldapo. the defeated candidate 
for governor of Coahuila, vice presi­ 
dent. 
Andreas Sanchez Fuentes and 
Martlniano Dalgado, who revolted at 
Monclova with 200 men, will probably 
be in the cabinet of the new party, In 
which Zapata will be the m inister of 
war.

P O R K D I S H E S . 


Pork is not an aristocratic meat, al­ 
though It is the basis of an enormous 
industry. 
Ham and 
bacon are 
not 
without honor, but there are few cook 
books that mention the cooking of 
fresh pork, and rarely the preparation 
of salt pork, which Is mainly 
used 
with baked beans. Cold roast pork is 
as appetizing as any meat, and makes 
a most acceptable 
salad 
combined 
with celery, as one does in preparing 
chicken salad. 
It is only those who are privileged 
to raise and fatten their own perk 
who fully enjoy it. 
Country life and 
country occupations furnish the right 
conditions for eating pork. Since the 
rise in the price of pork it has been 
regarded with greater esteem. 
The most Important thing to be re­ 
membered in the cooking of pork is 
that it should be thoroughly 
done, 
never served rare. 
Chopped salt pork, a cupful, added 
to a homely fruit cake using dried 
apple and molasses, makes a cake fit 
for any epicure. 
Spare ribs with sour kraut is an­ 
other homely but well liked dish of 
our grandmother’s. 
Bacon wrapped around an oyster 
and 
skewered 
with 
a 
toothpick, 
then boiled or baked in a hot oven Is 
another ladylike dainty. 
A stuffed sparerib may be new to 
some. 
Try, if possible, to buy one 
that has a little meat left on the 
bones; fill with a stuffing well sea­ 
soned with onion or sage and put on 
top another sparerib. 
Place in a pan 
with a half cup of boiling water and 
roast an hour, basting often.^ The 
potatoes may be peeled 
and 
baked 
around the sparerib. 
Pork In Paper Bag.—Cut up 
cold 
roast meat in slices, 
add a 
finely- 
chopped onion, a little tomato catsup 
and a bay leaf, salt and pepper. 
Put 
into a buttered bag and bake on the 
rack in a hot even for ten minutes.

Gov ern or Dix has cut through 
legal tan gles by appoin tin g Supreme 
Court Justice Gerard special commis­ 
sion er to d etermin e whether executiv e 
clemen cy should be used . 
The gov ern or stiffen ed to 
a d ecision 
when Attorn ey Gen eral Carmod y, after 
talkin g with Justice Gerard an d Dis­ 
trict Attorn ey Whitman , told him flat­ 
ly ov er the lon g-d istan ce telephon e 
that the people were d eman d in g jus­ 
tice for Bran d t an d that n on e but he 
could giv e it. 
The attorn ey gen eral 
wan ted 
Bran d t's pard on issued 
in ­ 
stan tly. 
The gov ern or, greatly d is­ 
turbed , con sen ted to the appoin tmen t 
of Justice Gerard as special commis­ 
sion er. 
His ord er reached here toward the 
close of a d ay of amazin g court pro­ 
ced ure in which Jud ge Otto A. Ro 
salsky, after hearin g Alton B. Parker 
speak for Mortimer L. Schiff. ov errod e 
Justice Gerard 's request that the court 
of gen eral session d elay d ecision on a 
n ew trial un til the supreme court has 
d ecid ed whether the writ of habeas 
corpus should he sustain ed or gran ted , 
an d rev ersin g his whole position as re­ 
gard s Bran d t, v acated the former pro­ 
ceed in gs an d ord ered the man brought 
before him. 
Jud ge Rosalskv 's action was taken 
d espite the protest of the d istrict, at­ 
torn ey an d coun sel for Bran d t 
It was 
a shock to Justice Gerard , who alon e 
has jurisd iction ov er Bran d t

justice himself requested the d istrict 
attorn ey an d Bran d t’s coun sel to agree 
to an ad journ men t of the proceed in gs 
before Uosalsky, an d was assured by 
them that such a postpon emen t would 
be had .

H e a rs Good News. 


Washington. Feb. 14.— T he great un­ 
certainty which has 
existed in the 
minds of all the members of the C h i­ 
nese legation as to their own status 
sirice the outbreak of the Chinese rev­ 
olution 
was settled in a cablegram 
from Yuan Shih Kal, premier at Pe­ 
king 
Yuan’s message brought great 
relief lo the Chinese officials, inas­ 
much as it stated that all diplomatic 
and consular representatives of China 
would retain their posts and act as 
the 
representatives 
of the 
('hiñese 
government. 
It is believed that funds for the 
maintenance of the Chinese students 
in the United States will he forthcom­ 
ing as well as the supply of funds for 
the expenses of the legation and its 
staff. 
T he fact that an agreement has 
at last been reached for the formation 
of a new government is ex acted to 
make all the revenues of the entire 
empire available once more for the 
needs of the government both at home 
and abroad. 
T he fact that the state department 
will continue to transact business with 
the charge d'affaires of the Chinese le­ 
gation. Mr. Yung K w ai, does not by 
any means im ply recognition of the 
republican government of China.

will be regarded as the diplomatic rejv 
resenfative of a provisional govern­ 
ment with whom circumstances made 
it necessary to carry on diplomatic in ­ 
tercourse.
